HORRIBLY CLEVER CREDIT CARD SCAM! 

It started with a phone call. 

Was I going to be at home because a courier company 
had a package that needed to be signed for? As 
promised, within the hour a uniformed delivery man 
arrived with a beautiful basket of flowers and a bottle of 
wine. I was pleasantly surprised as it was not my 
birthday so I enquired who it was from. 

The courier replied that he didn't know but often a card 
arrived separately. 

He then explained that because the gift contained 
alcohol, there was a £3.50 "delivery/verification 
charge," providing proof that it had been received by an 
adult, and not just left on the doorstep where it could 
be stolen or taken by anyone, especially a minor. This 
sounded logical and I reached for my purse. However he 
said it must be credit/debit card, so that there was a 
legal record. Plus he said couriers don't carry cash to 
avoid loss or robbery. 

He duly produced a card machine, I inserted my card, 
entered my PIN and was given my card back with a 
receipt. With a cheery 'Enjoy!' he departed and I did 
indeed enjoy the unexpected flowers and wine... for a 
few days. Then, to my horror I found £4,000 had been 
charged/withdrawn against my card. 

X the phone call had been fake; 

X the courier was fake; \tg!^/ 

X the card machine was fake and able to read my card 
details. 

I notified the bank who issued me with a new card. 
Apparently I wasn't the first victim of this scam. 
WARNING: 

V Be wary of accepting any "surprise gift or package," 
involving any payment as a condition of receiving it. 

V Be wary of accepting anything with no proper 
identification of who sent it. 

V Only give out any personal credit/debit card 
information when you yourself initiated the 
purchase or transaction.

previous year.

Council office or a Councillor 
The Autumn/Winter tree and green works is almost 
complete. The contractor is expected to complete works at 
Robin Close in the next few weeks and the County Council 
have undertaken to carry out maintenance repairs to the 
footway over the coming months. 

Please could we ask householders to take a look over their 
boundary fences to ensure there is no vegetation on the

Because we're interested 
in what music your child hears in everyday life, breakfast 
and bedtime might be worth including. 

Once we have agreed dates and sociable hours for your study 
week we guarantee not to contact you outside these hours, 
and we will grant you access to our online consent form as 
well as the mentioned questionnaire.

Keeping warm and well this winter - every winter there 
are around 240 deaths in Cambridgeshire due to cold 
weather. Winter conditions are associated with an increase 
in injuries and illnesses such as heart attacks, strokes and 
pneumonia. It can be particularly harmful to those that are 
older, under the age of five or have a long term health 
condition such as heart, lung and kidney problems. Keeping 
warm is an important way to stay well during the winter 
months. Top advice: • keep warm and healthy by heating 
rooms to at least 18°C; • don't put off getting the flu 
vaccination. If you're eligible get it now. It's free because you 
need it; • look out for friends, relatives and neighbours who 
may be vulnerable to the cold; • stay tuned to the weather 
forecast and plan ahead with supplies; • if you meet the 
criteria, register for priority service with your energy and 
water suppliers; • have regular hot meals and drinks 
throughout the day and keep active to help you stay warm; • 
get financial support to make your home more energy 
efficient, improve your heating or help with bills; • have your 
heating and cooking appliances checked regularly; • wear a 
few layers of thin clothing rather than one thick layer, and 
when you need to go outside wear shoes with slip resistant, 
good grip soles. 

X-rays and test results - we would like to remind patients 
that you need to contact the surgery in order to find out any 
test results including blood tests, urine, X-rays and 
ultrasounds. Unfortunately, we do not have capacity to 
contact patients with their results, even if there is an 
abnormality.

Village travel hubs 

Three South Cambridgeshire villages have been proposed as 
possible areas for new "rural travel hubs" to better connect 
residents with public transport, walking and cycling routes. 
The pilot hubs, to be funded by the Greater Cambridge 
Partnership, will be travel interchanges that are tailored for 
individual areas. They could include new sheltered bus stops, 
secure cycle parking, cycle lockers and extra car parking. They 
will be located close to existing railway stations, bus stops 
and cycleways and walking routes. 

The suggested hub at Oakington would be near Station Road, 
next to the Guided Busway and adjoining footway and cycle 
path. The facilities proposed include secure cycle parking and 
cycle lockers, a stop with room to turnaround for a bus, a 
drop off area and more than 40 car parking spaces. 

An example of what a hub could look like is already in place in 
Swavesey, alongside the Guided Busway track. Facilities there 
include covered cycle parking with CCTV, a bicycle pump, 
sheltered bus stops and a car park with drop-off points. The 
Swavesey interchange also has a shared foot and cycle path 
to nearby Over.

- COUNTY COUNCILLOR'S REPORT - 
The report on the A10 [Ely to Cambridge Transport 
Studyl has now been published. The subsequent press 
release did not cover all the detail that may be of interest to 
many of you. There is much of significance for residents to the 
north of Cambridge and importantly, in the context of the 
planned new town at Waterbeach, it demonstrates that high 
quality off and on road links to Waterbeach are both possible 
and economically justified. The key report can be accessed at: 
http://bit.lv/2Di5Rwb . In particular look at: page 30 for the 5 
options; pages 31-35 for the maps and page 62 for the crucial 
table of cost/gains. 

A recent survey of the Cambridgeshire Guided Busway 
has revealed that since the busway opened in 2011 the 
operators have carried over 20.2million passengers; nearly 
half of those surveyed said that if they hadn't been able to use 
the busway, they would have travelled by car; 6 in 10 said that 
the busway's reliable service was its most important feature 
with over 90% expressing satisfaction with the service; 1 in 5 
thought that increasing the number of buses would 
encourage higher ridership and 1 in 4 said they had also used 
the busway route for journeys by foot or cycle. 

The County Council's new Innovate and Cultivate Fund 
offers funding for community initiatives that support and 
strengthen local communities and, in so doing, also reduce 
pressure on County Council services. Applications are being 
invited from organisations and groups that offer support for 
adult social care, children and families' services and the waste 
service. There are two funding streams: the 'Cultivate' stream 
offers small grants of £2,000 - £10,000 and the 'Innovate' 
stream is for larger grants of up to £50,000. Deadlines for the 
next round of applications are: 1st May for 'Cultivate' and 
9th March for 'Innovate'. Application forms and further 
information is available on the Cambridgeshire Community 
Foundation website, info@cambscf.org.uk . Meanwhile the 
County Council is offering an opportunity for prospective 
applicants to talk through their ideas prior to submitting an 
application. The Innovate and Cultivate Fund Advice Session 
has been arranged for Thursday 8th February 2018 between 
0945-1200 at Ely Community Centre. You can also book a 
group advice session on writing a good application or sourcing 
data to support your application. If you are interested in

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A MESSAGE FROM THE CHIEF CONSTABLE 
The future policing model for Cambridgeshire has been agreed 
and will begin to roll out from 30 April. In November I 
announced plans to create a sustainable policing model 
following an unprecedented increase in demand for our 
services. 

Our current policing model is hampering our ability to manage 
demand. Like forces across the country, Cambridgeshire faces 
an unprecedented workload, and officers and staff are 
working long hours with heavy workloads. 

Our focus remains to protect the most vulnerable people and 
target the most serious offenders. But this means I have to be 
realistic about what we can and cannot attend, and make 
some difficult decisions about our future structure within our 
current budget. 

The new model is focused on putting more officers on the 
frontline so we can provide you with the best service possible. 
This structure will enable us to fund an additional 50 officers, 
which will make a difference to the people of Cambridgeshire. 
It retains our commitment to providing neighbourhood 
policing and working in partnership with communities to 
reduce crime and to make them safer through effective 
problem solving. Every resident will still have access to their 
local policing team, with an identified police community 
support officer (PCSO) in their area. 

Below is an overview of the new structure: 
o Every resident will be able to access their local policing team 
and have an identified PCSO in their area. However, there 
will be no new intakes of PCSOs and the current headcount 
will reduce by natural turnover over coming years, with a 
commitment to retain a minimum of 80 full time equivalent 
posts. 

© Additional officers will be in those areas where our most 
vulnerable people and most dangerous offenders are, 
focusing on issues such as child protection, rape 
investigation and domestic abuse. 
o A Demand Hub will be created to merge the force's contact 
and crime management functions centrally at force HQ. This 
will modernise our approach to public contact and allow for 
early and more effective management of demand. 

© We move to just two areas, north and south, enabling us to 
commit more resources to the frontline, 
o A Missing, Exploited and Trafficked (MET) Hub will be 
created, tasked with protecting children most at risk of harm 
within these areas and focused on apprehending the 
offenders who target them. 

© There will be changes to our current intelligence structure, 
which will enable us to increase our analytical provision, 
allowing improved analysis of demand. 

© PCSOs will continue to play a central role in neighbourhood 
policing and problem solving. 

© Community action teams, similar to the current Rural Crime 
Action Team (RCAT), will be created to respond to local 
problems and challenges. These officers will be tasked with 
dealing with local issues, prioritising those where the risk to 
individuals and the public is highest. 

© Every district council area will have an enquiry office 
function. 

© A reduced number of response bases will allow for 
maximum efficiency in response deployment. 

© The force will continue to have a serious and organised 
crime team, cyber and fraud team, and surveillance team to 
tackle crime gangs.

- NEIGHBOURHOOD WATCH - 
CCTV (Closed circuit television) is becoming increasingly 
popular with security-conscious homeowners and equally 
unpopular with potential burglars. However, while it may 
help deter crime and antisocial behaviour, do not neglect 
basic security advice - door and window locks, security 
lights, and making your house appear occugied even 
when you are out. 

If you consider buying CCTV: 

=> Resist buying from cold callers. 

=> Research the types of CCTV available to decide which 
is best for you. Systems vary in quality and price. 

CCTV systems must comply with privacy laws and not 
record outside your boundaries e.g. pavements or 
other people's property. 

=> It's a good idea to discuss any CCTV plans with your 
neighbours first - and even consider sharing a system 
with them, which might also cut costs. 

You may need to display a CCTV notification sign. 

=> Consider a security light near the camera. When the 
light activates, an intruders' natural reaction is to look 
at it. If they see a camera next to it, they will know you 
just got a shot of their face... and won't stick around 
after that. 

=> Information recorded should only be used for its 
intended purpose i.e. home security. It should not be 
shared e.g. on social media.
